Calls for taxis to slow down 
along pedestrianised street 
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SPEEDING taxis and 
private hire car drivers 
are putting people’s lives 
at risk in St Mary Street, 
Weymouth. 

The warning comes 
from a councillor and 
pub landlords who fear 
that someone could be 
injured or killed unless 
something is done to stop 
some vehicles driving at 
up to 30mph down the 
pedestrianised street. 

Francis Drake, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s 
first ever UKIP council¬ 
lor, said he wants a 
lOmph limit for the 
street. 

He said he regularly 
sees taxis speeding past 
his Antonio’s Cafe in St 
Mary Street while neigh-

bours, Black Dog land¬ 
lords Colin and Karen 
Baggs, are also worried 
that drinkers leaving 
their pub risk being 
struck by taxis going far 
too fast. 

Mr Drake said: “It is 
more than just speed be¬ 
cause taxis and private 
hire cars are only sup¬ 
posed to use St Mary 
Street for picking up or 
dropping off a fair yet 
many are just using the 
street as a short cut.” 

Some taxi drivers told 
the View they accepted 
that sometimes they used 
the route as a short cut, 
often on their way to 
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ranks in St Mary Street 
or elsewhere and that 
perhaps consideration 
might be given to with¬ 
drawing the rank near 
HSBC to help the situa¬ 
tion. 

Mr Drake liked the idea 
and said: “I have never 
understood the need for a 
rank in that position so, if 
talks can get the rank re¬ 
moved, I would back 
them but my main con¬ 
cern is still the speed of 
taxis.

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HAVING been brought up and lived in North London 
for just over 60 years, Irene Roper moved to Lyme 
Regis after bringing her grandson for a holiday in 
Charmouth, which she remembered from childhood 
visits, and after her son started teaching in the area. 

She moved to the area with Dave, her partner of 
30 years, who has sadly since developed dementia 
and now requires full-time care. 

Irene has since spent a lot of time raising aware¬ 
ness for dementia and is thankful for the support of 
her three sons and seven grandchildren. 

She is also heavily involved with the Lyme Regis 
and Charmouth RNLI Guild, organisers of the an¬ 
nual Lifeboat Week, and below talks about this 
year's events. 


• WHAT did you do before retirement? 

My career was spent working with young children and 
their families. I originally trained as a nursery nurse and 
went on to become a midwife. I then worked in various 
children's nurseries and pre-school playgroups before join¬ 
ing my local authority social services, supporting families 
in need. Eventually, I trained as an early years care and ed¬ 
ucation tutor and taught at a local college before retiring 
in 2002.1 still do some work setting and marking exam pa¬ 
pers. 

• HOW did you get involved with the RNLI Guild? 

Even before I moved to Lyme I was introduced to Jan 
Dover, who had lived in the same area of North London as 
me, and she asked if I would like to help during Lifeboat 
Week. I had always been interested in the work of the RNLI 
and was happy to join in. The rest, as they say, is history 
and on moving to Lyme was quickly invited to join the 
guild committee and become a volunteer at the lifeboat 
shop. 

• WHAT is your role within the guild? 

I am now vice-chairman of the guild and my main role is 
to co-ordinate and organise Lifeboat Week. This starts in 
October/November every year and ends with the publica¬ 
tion of the programme at the end of June, so I will have a 
couple of months break after each Lifeboat Week and then 
start all over again for next year! I am also very involved 
with the team that run the shop. Unfortunately, our vol¬ 
unteer manager recently retired but a dedicated group are 
keeping it going and if there is anyone out there who 
would like to take on the manager's role we would love to 
hear from you. I also love working with all the committee 
members and crew whose dedication and support is con¬ 
stant. I certainly couldn't do it without them. 

• WHY is it important to support the RNLI? 

The RNLI is a completely voluntary service with the aim to 
save lives at sea. It is so much a part of Lyme and other 
coastal towns and we continually have people coming 
into the shop who tell us how they have been helped by 
the various crews around the country. It really is like being 
part of a large family, some of whom regularly respond to 
a "shout"to help people in trouble.They need our constant 
support as without them and the RNLI lifeguards, the town 
would be a less safe place for everyone to enjoy. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about Lifeboat Week? 

Lifeboat Week is the highlight of our year and also our 
main fundraising event. Although it is very hard work, it is 



my favourite event of the year and I particularly enjoy the 
bathtub race and looking at the children's pavement art. 
As well as raising money, I have a chance to meet hun¬ 
dreds of visitors who come especially for Lifeboat Week 
and, along with all our hard working volunteers, can raise 
awareness of the work of the RNLI. I will admit to moments 
of panic but it usually all goes according to plan. One of 
my favourite moments was talking to a young boy who 
was with his family registering for the crab fishing compe¬ 
tition. He was one of the last to register and, on handing 
him ticket number 88, he promptly burst into tears. When 
asked what was wrong he said "I won't be able to catch 88 
crabs!" All was quickly explained and off he went, one 
happy child with his line and bucket. 

• WHAT do you think the highlights will be this year? 
I'm sure that weather permitting the RAF Falcons and the 
Red Arrows will put on their usual magnificent displays. 
However, the return of the tug o'war between the lifeboat 
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crew and the coastguards across the harbour entrance is 
always a great sight and members of the crew sitting in 
stocks while having wet sponges thrown at them should 
prove great fun! 

• ARE there any new events this year? 

This year sees the introduction of some new events includ¬ 
ing fossil polishing arranged by the museum, the Chesil 
Flying Club will be flying illuminated model planes and 
there will be a performance by The Luggers, a local group 
of ukulele players who are quickly becoming a popular at¬ 
traction at lots of venues. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

When I have time I love to settle down with a good book 
and am a member of a reading group in Axminster. I enjoy 
knitting, swimming and writing (but not for publication) 
and I am also on the Uplyme Wl Committee, writing the 
monthly meeting reports. It's not all jam and "Jerusalem" 
and I have learnt so much from the various speakers. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

Lyme Regis is one of the friendliest and welcoming places 
I know. I have made so many friends since moving here. 
For such a small town, there are so many events and nearly 
all of them are run by volunteers. I am constantly amazed 
at the generosity of the people and particularly the sup¬ 
port they give to the RNLI. 

• WHAT do you think it's missing? 

Apart from a couple of moving pavements to help get up 
the hills! I really would like to see the establishment of an 
exciting and challenging children's adventure playground 
with dedicated areas for different age groups. We are fre¬ 
quently asked in the shop where is the nearest play area 
for children? If ever one were to be built I would love to 
get involved in the planning.

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Councils clash over stadium plans 


MORE cracks have appeared in an increasingly trou¬ 
bled dual council partnership after Weymouth and Port¬ 
land refused to support West Dorset’s opposition to a 
massive homes development for the Wessex Stadium. 

The Radipole Lane site, home to Weymouth Football 
Club, has already seen West Dorset’s refusal to grant 
permission there for up to 170 new homes taken to ap¬ 
peal by applicant Wessex Delivery. 

But, when Weymouth and Portland planning commit¬ 
tee was asked what views it wanted put before the ap¬ 
peal, councillors voted six-four against their officers’ 
recommendation to also lodge an objection to the de¬ 
velopment. 

Instead they backed plans, telling an inquiry into the 
scheme that they supported housing on the site and the 
potential benefits it would bring to the local community 
such as better bus services and increased health provi¬ 
sion. 

Seven weeks ago the same committee backed a new 
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access and public open space for the scheme during 
which former vice-chairman Kevin Hodder strongly 
criticised West Dorset’s refusal decision and ques¬ 
tioned whether it had been in the best interests of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

Several members said then that they felt their money¬ 
saving partnership with West Dorset was being domi¬ 
nated by Dorchester and there was a further backlash 
against any loss of Weymouth and Portland identity at 
the latest planning meeting. 

The football ground is barely two miles from Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council offices but boundaries 
mean that West Dorset - some nine miles away in 
Dorchester - has authority over nearly 97 percent of 
the site. 

Deputy Mayor and vice-chairman Councillor Chris¬ 


tine James was soon on the attack and said: “We are 
being railroaded into a decision here. It is about Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland losing our identity. 

“A housing development at the Wessex Stadium site 
would bring benefits with it such as better bus and 
health services and a post office. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck pointed out: “The important 
thing is that our Local Plan protects sporting facilities 
and doesn’t have them removed until alternatives are 
available.” 

But Mrs James said: “The Wessex Stadium is not a 
sporting facility open for the community like a swim¬ 
ming pool. It is used by a football club, it is valid de¬ 
velopment land and should be used as such because of 
the community benefits development will bring.” 

The meeting heard that a planning application has 
been lodged for a new football stadium at Lodmoor but 
that there was no definite alternative to the Wessex Sta¬ 
dium at the moment.

“I want a limit of no more than lOmph put on St 
Mary Street and all taxi drivers made aware that the 
street is not their personal rat run.” 

Black Dog landlady Karen said: “St Mary Street is 
pedestrianised and many of our customers don’t re¬ 
alise they could walk out in front of taxi when they 
leave our pub. 

“We have had a few near misses and we have even 
shouted at taxi drivers to slow down and complained 
to their companies. We have also logged the numbers 
of speeding taxis. 

“Taxi companies promised to have a word with their 
drivers but we have not noticed any real difference in 
driving behaviour. 

“Some do slow down but most don’t and our worry 
is that someone is going to be injured or killed.” 

Mr Drake said: “As a business we have to abide by 
the law regarding delivery lorries to our premises. If 
we have to obey the law then taxi drivers should too.” 

But Weymouth and Portland Hackney Carriage As¬ 
sociation chairman Ray Maslen said there were many 
more private hire drivers than taxi drivers not to men¬ 
tion members of the public who also drive down St 
Mary Street. 

He added: “Everyone uses St Mary Street. I would 
welcome a reduced speed limit but it would never be 
enforced. 

“The only way forward would be to ban cars com¬ 
pletely from the town centre and encourage people to 
use the park and ride.” 


land mayor Councillor 
Kate Wheller who said: 

“I think the boats look 
just wonderful.

College helps farmers to stay wise 


THE first rural crime and fire pre¬ 
vention centre in Dorset - Farm- 
wise - has been launched at 
Kingston Maurward College, 
Dorchester. 

Based at Stinsford Farm, the col¬ 
lege’s own working farm, the cen¬ 
tre will provide farmers and 
owners of rural businesses a 
chance to receive crime and fire 
prevention advice including a 
presentation followed by a tour of 
the farm. 

During the tour visitors will be 
shown examples of good and bad 
practices, and preventative meas¬ 
ures and equipment that they can 
apply to their own businesses. 


They will see buildings and 
equipment fitted with a variety of 
security devices including recom¬ 
mended padlocks, trackers and 
alarms that can be used to detect 
the theft of fuel. 

The tour will also include iden¬ 
tifying the possible cause of fire. 
Over half of the arson cases in 
Dorset each year involve farm 
buildings or equipment. 

Dorset Police Crime Prevention 
and Design Advisor, Debbie Old¬ 
field, said: “Dorset Police recog¬ 
nise the huge impact crime can 
have on a rural business, and in 
joining together with Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service, Kingston 


Maurward College and the Dorset 
Local Authorities, we hope to 
make farmers in particular aware 
of the need for crime and fire pre¬ 
vention.” 

Martha Perry from the Dorset 
Community Safety Partnership 
led the first tour of the site with 
guests that included High Sherriff 
Jane Stitchbury, Kingston Maur¬ 
ward College Principal Claire 
Davison and representatives from 
the NFU (National Farmers 
Union).

Planners approve four house development despite strong objection 


PLANNERS have backed a proposal on Portland for 
four detached houses and garages despite more than 
40 objections to the development. 

The scheme on private land at Refome will now go 
ahead subject to affordable housing requirements and 
other conditions such as materials and access being 
met. 

But a meeting of Weymouth and Portland planning 
committee heard that there was widespread local op¬ 
position to the project including a 45-signature peti¬ 
tion protesting at everything from “backland 
development” and loss of green space to design, park¬ 
ing and the impact on wildlife. 

Councillor David Hawkins said the scheme would 
“hit the privacy and amenities of nearby properties” 
and “overpower an existing significant local space on 
Portland” with a proposal which would “demolish” 
present households’ quality of life. 

Councillor Paul Kimber said it was “a unique area” 


and the scheme was possibly the old “backland” de¬ 
velopment which would cost the area its quality of life 
while Councillor Ray Nowak said: “As local residents 
we don’t see this as a development but as a disaster 
for the community, particular wildlife.” 

Residents said it was “pointless destruction” of for¬ 
mer allotments which had no community gain while 
Heather Round, who spoke for many residents, said 
they were angry at the loss of one of the few remain¬ 
ing open space areas and that their peaceful lives 
would be “ruined”. 

But members were told there were no objections 
from statutory authorities such as the county highways 
department. Portland Town Council did object to the 
loss of allotments but the land involved is privately 
owned. 

Vice-chairman and Deputy Mayor Councillor Chris¬ 
tine James said: “I think these four houses look a lot 
better than a terrace. I don’t like seeing spaces filled 


up with houses but I have to agree here with the offi¬ 
cers.” 

Councillor Anne Kenwood disagreed, said the area 
was beautiful and that she couldn’t vote against the 
wishes of local people. 

Councillor Margaret Leicester said: “I am a ward 
councillor and know the area very well and I cannot 
see how we can oppose this through planning regula¬ 
tions. It is private land and the county council is happy 
with access to the site.” 

She was backed by Councillor Sandy West who said 
“four houses is better than a whole row” and that “if 
we oppose this and it goes to appeal we wouldn’t have 
a leg to stand on”. 

Councillor Kevin Brookes said it was “incredible” 
that only four homes were proposed for the site which 
could have had up to 17 terraced houses. 

The meeting then voted seven to two in favour of the 
scheme. 


“The organ is owned by 
a gentleman in Yorkshire 
and so it is going to cost 
£2,000 to get it down 
here and so I am trying to 
raise that money myself 
by doing various things 
such as holding a grand 
prize draw.” 

Peter wants to attract 
sponsors for the event 
and is appealing to local 
businesses to support 
him. 

He said: “It will be a 
fantastic attraction for 
both residents and visi¬ 
tors and East Boro has 
been really supportive of 
my aim, but I also think 
it would be a great proj¬ 
ect for businesses to sup¬ 
port and I would urge 
people to get involved. 

“The idea is to do 
something special for the 
local community and at¬ 
tract donations for the 
Weymouth Friendship 
Club and Dementia 
UK.” 

East Boro support 
worker, Jenny Auberry is 


confident Peter will 
reach the fundraising tar¬ 
get and realise his dream.

I am privileged to 
work with such amazing people 
who support me all the way.” 

Jackie Moon, Michael’s mum, 
who is chairwoman of the Friends 
of Wyvem Academy, said Lisa and 
her team at Wyvem in Weymouth 
have helped transform her son’s 
life. 

She added: “They are tirelessly, 
endlessly patient. They got 
Michael to use an iPad. Before that 
he wasn’t interested in anything 
and his ability to communicate 
was very limited. 


“He will now hand me the iPad 
so he can watch the fish app that 
he likes and will sit still and 
calmly watch the ‘water’ on the 
screen. 

“He never stops moving, so see¬ 
ing him sit quietly and concentrate 
is unbelievable. It may seem a 
small thing, but I can’t tell you 
how amazing it is. I never thought 
Michael would ever communicate.

Memories evoked 
by Dambusters talk 

SOUTH Dorset branch of the Somerset and Dorset 
Family History Society have been given a talk on the 
Dambusters. 

Lt Col Robin Miller spoke of the myths surrounding 
the operation, codenamed Chastise, the planning, 
preparation and the need for a bomb capable of pre¬ 
cision rather than saturation bombing. 

The famous bouncing bomb that was used was de¬ 
signed by Sir Barnes Neville Wallis and most of the air 
drop trials were carried out locally at Chesil, evoking 
childhood memories for one woman in the audience. 

The shallowness of the water in The Fleet was ideal 
for reclaiming the bombs after testing for later in¬ 
spection. 

Of the 19 specially modified Lancaster bombers 
from the newly formed 617 Squadron that set off on 
the mission, only nine returned and 40 per cent of 
their crews were killed, a fact that Barnes Wallis 
deeply regretted for the rest of his life. 

Although the damage from the attacks on the 
dams was swiftly repaired, the operation was a great 
morale booster and a huge propaganda victory. It 
was considered to be the finest individual technical 
achievement of the war.

Remembering all of those who lost their lives in conflict 


WEYMOUTH and Portland’s recent 
Armed Forces weekend, forming part of 
commemorations for the 70th anniversary 
of D-Day and the centenary of the outbreak 
of World War I, was a huge success.

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Police consultation begins on 
dealing with low level crime 

A THREE month consultation on how anti-social be¬ 
haviour and low level crime is dealt with in the county 
has started. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Un¬ 
derhill, will be holding focus groups and conducting 
an online survey to get the views of local people. 

Changes to the law mean that all Police Commis¬ 
sioners now have to develop a list of community reme¬ 
dies and, from this autumn, victims will be able to 
select the punishment for the offender from a series of 
options.

BOTHEN Hill Produce is a family-run farm producing 
organic vegetables all the year round situated under 
Bothen Hill in Bothenhampton. Founded in 2000 and 
registered with the Soil Association, the season starts 
in April with asparagus. This is followed by new pota¬ 
toes, carrots, peas, beans and courgettes and then, as 
the season progresses, a wide range of salads, squash 
and root vegetables. 

Christmas is turkey time, with our home-reared free 
range bronze turkeys which we raise from day old 
chicks.

From the outset, the exclusive and more radical 
temperament shines through with the 208 GTi 
30th. The suspension is lowered by 10mm, the 
track widened by 22mm at the front and 16mm 
at the rear, and larger wheels are specified giving 
it a pronounced sports car posture on the road. 

The chic bright chrome finishers on the 208 GTi 
are replaced by matt black on the 208 GTi 30th, 
giving it a more brutish look. At the front the 


same treatment is applied to the grille surround, 
the fog lamp bezels and door mirror shells.

SOMERSET'S hopes of reaching the lucrative second stage 
of the revamped NatWestT20 Blast competition were left 
hanging by a thread after a hefty eight-wicket defeat 
against high-flying Essex at Taunton on Friday evening

The Cidermen gave a debut to Budleigh Salterton bats¬ 
man James Burke. But the 23-year-old had an uninspiring 
first appearance in a match that, after a decent opening 
quarter, Somerset struggled to get on top of their visitors. 

After winning the toss Essex skipper Ryan ten Doeschate 
invited Somerset to bat first. 

The decision seemed to have backfired as the hosts 
cruised to 100 for 1 in the 12th over with a firm platform in 
place. 

But then Craig Kieswetter fell for a top-score 40 and this 
sparked an alarming collapse that saw the score tumble to 
111 for 4 with less that five overs remaining. Debutant 
Burke contributed just four off six deliveries. 

These vital closing overs subsequently yielded just 39 
runs to give a below par 150 for 7 total. 

The reply began with Mark Pettini and pugnacious Kiwi 
Jesse Ryder putting on 49 inside six overs. Lewis Gregory 
then had Ryder caught behind for 28 off 18 Tom Westley 
was trapped I front in the next over to give the Cidermen a 
sniff. 

But Pettini (60no) and Ravi Bopara saw the Essex boys 
home with few alarms to a Duckworth-Lewis target of 125 
for no further loss.
